I hear [Mr. Pepys] has printed some letters lately about the 
abuses of Christ’s Hospital; they are only privately handed about. 
A gentleman that has a very great respect for Mr. P. saw one 
of them in one of the Aldermen’s hands, but wishes there had 
been some angry expressions left out, which he fears the Papists 


and other enemies of the Church of England will make ill use 
of. 


The letters are not printed in chronological order, 
which makes the sequence of events hard to follow on 
a first reading. ‘The exact contents of each paper are 
shown in ‘the bibliographical particulars given below, but 
the following is a list of the documents in order of date:

From.the first of these: letters ‘it appears that Pepys 
had been commissioned to prepare a Report on the state 
of Christ’s Hospital, and that in September, 1697 he 
notified the Governors that the Report was ready for 
presentation; but they (having wind apparently of its 

_ contents). were unwilling to receive it and Pepys sent 
it.on April 5, 1698, to the Lord Mayor.: This Report, 
though prepared in 1697; was dated 23: March, 1698. 
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In July and October, he drew the attention of Sir 
Humphrey Edwin, the Lord Mayor, to the matter, and 
on November 8 wrote to his successor in office, Sir 
Francis Child. The latter referred the matter to the 
Governors of the Hospital, but no effective action was 
taken, and Pepys brought the matter before the Lord 
Mayor again on 7 March, 1699. As a result of this letter 
he was asked to accept the Treasurership of the Hospital, 
but on March 30th in the final letter here printed, he 
gives four reasons for refusing, the first of which was that 
he was not a Freeman of the City. Further attempts 
were probably made to pursuade him, for in the records 
of the Court of Aldermen for 27 April, 1699, appears 
the entry: “ In acknowledgment of the great zeal and 
concern for the interest of Christ’s Hospital which 
Samuel Pepys Esquire hath manifested upon all 
occasions, and in hopes of his continuing the same regard 
and inclinations for its preservation and advancement 
for the future, doth present him with the Freedom of the 
City” [Antiquary, viii, 233 (Dec. 1883)]}; and we 
know that he was still active in his Governorship as late 
as October, 1699, when he wrote to John Jackson : 

“Nephew,—’Tis very hard to tell you the effectes of the dis- 
composures I have for some time been daly exersiesd with from 
the vilinous methods of oure people of Christ-hospitall” [Private 
Correspondence, 1. 207]. 


His efforts to procure reform seem finally to have 
failed, for in August, 1700, he wrote to Mrs. Herbert, 
who had asked for his interest in procuring a nomination 
to the Hospital : 


“ Madam,—’Tis very long since the ill state amd worse govern- 
ment of Christ’s Hospital has made me a stranger to it and its 
affairs” [Private Correspondence, ti, 33]. 


The charges contained in his Report seem to have been 
directed mainly against financial mismanagement, but he 
complains also of the moral state of the Hospital, par- 
ticularly in his letter of 25 January, 1699, where he 
speaks of: 


“the Riot committed by their lewd Visiters in the Girls Ward, 
but on Sunday last, I say, the Girls Ward; where (as blameable 
as I take the whole of our present Discipline to be) nothing appears 
more abandon’d, that that Order and Modesty which till now, has 
ever been held Sacred in that Place” 


and again: 

“the Infamy laid (but few Evenings before) at your own Door, 
by a Coach conducted by the Mob, charg’d with favo of your 
Mathematical Boys, distinguish’d by the Badge of their Royal 
Founder, taken up at Billins-gate, brought thro’ the City, delivered 
to you (as before) Dead-Drunk, and by their Fellows discharg’d 
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(insensible) into their ward ... Him of these Two, who being now 
Head of the School, and Leader in this Fact, is One, who after 
having enjoy’d for near nine years together, the Benefit of this 
House’s Charity, and spent twice the time originally establish’d for 
his stay in that school; was but lately rejected at the Trinity- 
House, as not yet qualify’d for the End of his so chargeable 
Education ” 


That very few copies of these Papers were circulated 
we learn from an offer in the letter of 25 October, 1698, 
where Pepys says that he will : 

“stand ready with a Reward of Five Pounds to whoever shall 
shew me any one of my Printed Copies, other than what were 
strictly deliver’d by Mr. Town-Clerk to Your Self, the Aldermen, 
and the Assistants of that Court [i.e., the Governors of Christ’s 
Hospital] ; and those severally endors’d by a Hand of my own, 
with the Name of each Person intitled to the same.” 


It is, therefore, not surprising that no other set seems 
to have escaped destruction, as the contents must have 
been very unpalatable to the recipients.

Menzies saved 
Vancouver’s life, and when the surgeon went mad at the Cape, 
many of the company were taken very ill and one died. 
Vancouver then desired Menzies to take charge of the Mates, 
and all hands recovered. At Nootka the surgeon was invalided, 
and Vancouver requested Menzies to take charge as Surgeon, 
which he at first refused, but after consented. In this capacity 
Menzies protested against the inhumanity of smoking between 
decks while men were lying there with the fevers, etc. 


The young Lord was Thos. Pitt, second Baron Camelford, 
whom Vancouver flogged and put in irons and finally 
put ashore. 

George Vancouver sailed for Nootka Sound on 1 April, 
1791, touching at the Cape, surveying the south-west 
coast of Australia.
